Doug Perry, managing director of 
Theatre Tuscaloosa, recently received a 
$5,000 Fellowship in Arts 
Administration from the Alabama State 

Council on the Arts. Perry, who also 
works closely with Shelton State 
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Community College, will use the grant 
to fund professional development 
activities. 

The Alabama State Council on the 
Arts awards Fellowship in Arts 
Administration to administrators to 
improve their skills and ability to serve 
their organization and community. 

The focus of Perry's fellowship will 
be in two areas. Part of the fellowship 
will involve travel to New York City 
where Peny will establish new contacts 
and renew old acquaintances he had 
while he was with the Shakespeare 
Festival. An example, Perry explains, 
is a close working relationship he had 
with one group. That group later 
went on to produce Rent on Broadway. 

Another area Perry plans to explore 
concerns other cooperative 
relationships between community 
theaters and two-year colleges. Over 
the next months, Peny hopes to visit 
some of these sites, such as one 
community college in California who 
operates under a similar relationship 
between a community college and a 
community theater. 



"The Omaha Playhouse in 
Nebraska is heavily involved in theater 
training and education. I'd like to look 
at some of these areas,'* Peny said.
